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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-19, and 28-31 are allowed over prior arts. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior of the records, i.e., Lofgren et al. (US Pat. 6,230,233) teaches to 
transfer data between the heavily used and least used banks, in order to enhance and 
allow for extending overall memory system lifetime by wear leveling. And 
Muthuswamy et al. (US Pat. 6,606,525) teaches to identifying dynamic and static files 
in the context of storing and transferring web pages, wherein web pages can have static 
data that remains unchanged, and dynamic data which changes on the web pages, in 
order to make it easier to render the page and align the frames of the static and dynamic 
layers during the rendering process to create a merged web page on the browser. 

The combination of Lofgren and Muthuswamy failed to define and/or suggest a 
double identification and migration as covered in applicant's invention as stated in 
decision on appeal on January 18, 2008, and applicant's responds filed on May 2, 2008, 
wherein the files that are being recorded are analyzed and categorize as static or 
dynamic, with respect to how often they are recorded and re-recorded, the regions of the 
storage medium are also being analyzed, to identify those regions that are being often 
changed, i.e., dynamic regions, and those regions that are not being used as much, i.e., 
static regions. In addition, applicant's invention use static and dynamic to refer to the 
number of times that the files are changed, requiring rewriting into storage, which are 
also absented from the combination of Lofgren and Muthuswamy. Therefore, claims 1 , 
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Art Unit: 2185 

13, and 17 are allowed for the reasons above and for the reasons recited in Board 
decision on appeal, and applicant's previous amendments and remarks in the record.
